pie keep a close watch on legisla 
tion. In this connection, the speaker 
aaid that labor in this section had 
representatives 
fully 
capable 
of 
holding their own with any of the law 
makers who go to Montgomery and 
advised that this county send straight 
out labor representatives to Mont­ 
gomery when the next legislature is 
elected.

The substance of Mr. Holt’s «-ad­ 
dress in brief was as follows: 
"We need to be 100% Americans. 
Our fore fathers left blood prints at 
Valley Forge and other places that 
we might have freedom. 
We must 
pass this heritage on inviolate ‘ 
v* “We shall have liberty so long as 
we maintain our citizenship. 
If you 
have not voted you have no right to 
criticise the government. Nations of 
the earth have always appealed to 
the United States." In thjg connec­ 
tion Mr. Holt declared as being in 
favor of the League 
of 
Nations. 
There were cheers when the speaker 
said: “We have saved our country 
from foreign aggression, now let us 
save it for ourselves.” 
Go among 
yourselves and council among your­ 
selves. 
Don’t be Jed by 
men 
in 
sheep’s clothing, but get off some 
where to yourself and think. We ate 
our brother’s keeper, that truth is 
established and is not debatable.* 
In speaking of the negro problem 
the spdaker said dramatically: “The 
most horible sight I ever saw is a 
yellow negro." 
The (speaker then 
took up the bible and asked his hear­ 
ers to make it “the man of their 
council."

“The Bible has the finest literature, 
and it truly interprets the literature 
of modem times." 
It was advised 
that every one read a daily newspaper 
and keep right up with events as they 
happen. 
This speaker also mention­ 
ed the anti-strike bill and spoke of it 
as having been passed “surreptitious­ 
ly." The speaker closed with refer­ 
ence to a Belgian boy who was hand- 
less through the barbarity 
of

Germans, but who knew the American 
flag when he was shown it in the hos­ 
pital and called

American flag, As that boy rever­ 
enced our flag so should we 
but, 
more so, according to the speaker] ^0 
Bowen Speaks Vigorously 
Mr. Bowen denounced the tfendehcy 
of the prpss to refer to Labor as not 
patriotic enough, and as Bolshevik. 
“I am not a Bolsheviki, an I. W. W. 
or a Red," declarad the s p e a k e r , 
«j 
love my government and am, readf 
any time and at all times to make arty 
sacrifice for it, $ fan; to warn you 
against the newspaper propaganda 
that would destroy organtze<£ labpfc" 
The employers who brought Euro­ 
pean labor to Americano beat strjkes 
were flayed by the speakeg who \tenff 
on to say that these same employer! f 
had not dealt fairly with their im­ 
ported labor. “I like the employer, I 
leve the employe*," said the speaker, 
“but I like him to stay in his place." 
This statement brought rounds of 
applause. 
In this 
connection 
the 
speaker said that it was a bad prac­ 
tice to seek advice and counsel out­ 
side of labor circles, that it was both 
laughable and pathetic to see how 
labor sometimes counseled with “un­ 
believers." 
“I 
thihk 
we 
have 
intelligence 
enough, and patriotism enough to 
do our own thinking. Let these out­ 
siders who are always saying they 
are our friends, just stay on the out­ 
side," said the speaker. 
| “Do everything in your power to 
K strengthen the government, do not do 
anything to weaken ft." 
In closing Mr. Bowen told of the 
special bills Labor had sought to pass 
at Montgomery: 
First, the Work­ 
man’s Compensation bill; Second, the 
Model Labor Law, third, A New regis­ 
tration law and anti-profiteering bill 
and taking the convicts out of the 
mines. 
Rives Speaks 
In opening Mr. Rives said he reck­ 
oned he was an American, and not a 
Bolsheviki 
as his great grand father 
was born 
in Virginia in 1776 
and 
that he came along a little 
later. He 
said that 
he began' work with 
the 
Louisville A Nashville as a messenger 
boy and worked fer that company*2§ 
years, at the last as a Conductor, and 
that he had “one of those perfect re­ 
cord records" from the company. 
But, he said, that for some reason 
it did not do him much good when 
unionism was embraced by him. The 
speaker had a large Bible brought to 
him and he read aft a'basis of hie 
speech St. Paul’s words to the effect 
that the Gullarians stand fast in the 
liberty which was theirs, and not again 
be “entangled with the yoke -of this 
bondage." 
The speaker made “the yoke of this 
bondage" to mean nonunionism, and 
amid cheer* said that American Labor 
would never return to such bondage 
as obtained before the great war. The 
speaker's address throughout was full 
of homely advice 
and illustrations, 
such as ants about the ant hill, and 
the common sense action of the so- 
called lower animals. The speaker il­ 
lustrated unionism of the right kind 
and of the wrong kind by two mules. 
He said that two mules were hitched 
between two bales of hay; that for a 
long time they each pulled against 
the other, as each would seek to eat 


the hay on his "side. 
“But finally," said the 
speaker, 
“these mules thought ana then they 
put their heads together and went 
after the hay. 
They then first ate 
up one bale then ate up the other. 
“It looks like men ought to have as 
much sense and judgment as mules," 
said the speaker, “it looks like they 
could put their heads together aniM 
accomplish something."
